THE HANKINS’ CASK. 
T estim ony Introduced At Yester­ 
day’s Session. 
Tho first witness called in the Hankin* 
murder trial yesterday morning, was Big 
Morris, at the time of the killing a re­ 
porter on the Evening Exprés». He tes­ 
tified as to an interview be had with 
Hankins at the Police Station after his 
arrest, and the conversation that passed 
between Hankins, Chief of Police Caddy 
and himself. Hankins expressed regret 
at hearing that Everson was dead. He 
admitted having shot Everson after • 
quarrel about a debt, but that the shoot­ 
ing was accidental, and that he w u 
afraid of Everson because he was a much 
larger man than he and somewhat of • 
fighter. 
Ex-Chief of Police Cuddy was next 
called and testified that the defendant 
came to his office and surrendered him­ 
self on the 19th of June, stating that he 
had shot a man at Florence. The man's 
name was Everson and he shot him be­ 
cause they had a quarrel and Eversson 
struck him. 
Thomas McCarthy, who was a detect­ 
ive at the time, corroborated the testi­ 
mony given by Mr. Cuddy. In answer 
to the question as to whether Hankins 
had stated that Everson had threatened 
to keep him from moving his property, 
he said Hankins said the Everson* 
seemed determined to have that tifty- 
cent matter settled and tbat was the 
cause of the trouble. 
Miss Jennie Hankins, the 14-year- 
old niece of the prisoner, taid that she 
saw Everson coming back from Clark's 
store, leading his horses; her grand­ 
father, Joseph Hankins, was with him. 
Her uncle went oat into the street and 
had a conversation with Everson. She 
heard her uncle ask Everson if he owed 
him anything. Everson said; “Not 
that I know of. Do I owe you any­ 
thing?” She did not hear the reply. A 
shot was fired, Everson fell and she 
went out to where he lay. She passed 
within a few feet of her uncle whom she 
asked what he had done. He replied 
that if he had done anything he could 
not help it. She thought the two men 
were within a few feet of each other 
when the shot was fired. Her grand­ 
father was about fifteen feet away. Her 
uncle had said he was going to have 
trouble when he went out. 
Miss Mira East and Miss Jennie Han­ 
kins were recalled at the afternoon 
session, but gave no new testimony. 
Joseph Hankins, father of the prisoner 
was next called, and after telling the 
story of the meeting as related by other 
witnesses said: “My son stopped when 
he met Everson and asked him if he 
owed him anything. Everson replied 
he did not know that he did. Everson 
asked him if he (Everson)owed him (my 
son) anything. Then Everson remark­ 
ed, ‘You can have anything yon want 
out of me.’ My son said, ‘You can have 
anything you want out of me.’ I sug­ 
gested that they stop talking. Just 
then Everson dropped the reins of the 
horses he was leading and made a rush At 
my son. The shot immediately followed. 
Everson staggered 
and 
fell. 
In 
making the rush at my son, Ever­ 
son moved four or 
five 
steps. 
After Everson fell I advised my son to 
give himself np. The first person to ar- 
live upon the scene was my granddaugh­ 
ter. Then Mr. Clark and Mrs. Everson 
came up. I saw no weapon upon the 
deceased. He had on working clothes 
at the time. I saw the pistol in mv son's 
hand just after I heard the report.’ I was 
looking at Everson at the time, because 
Everson had made a rush at my son. I 
was three or four steps from them. 
The old gentleman stated farther that 
Everson bad struck his son a glancing 
blow on the face, but he saw nothing in 
his hand. The case was continued until 
to-morrow.

H um phreys, Shafer, Sinsabaugh, Threl­ 
keld and K uhrts ; for Mr. W aters, Mc­ 
Nally, Moriarty and Wilson. 
Nominations for Chief of Police were 
then declared in order. 
Mr. Cohn placed Terrence Cooney in 
nomination. 
Mr. Bosbyshell nominated 
H . H. Benedict and Mr. Russell (not 
Jailer Russell). 
Mr. Cohn moved that nominations 
close. Carried. 
The ballot resulted as follows: 
For 
Mr. Cooney, Barrett, Bosbyshell, Bryant, 
Cohn, Hanley, H um phreys, McNally, 
Moriarty, Shafer, Threlkeld, Wilson and 
K u h rts; for Mr. Bennett. Earl and Sin 
eabaugh. 
Excused, Mr. Ford. 
Nominations for Street Superintendent 
were then declared in order. 
Mr. Cohn placed R. A. Ling in nomi­ 
nation. 
Mr. McNally nominated J. J. 
Mahoney. Mr. Threlkeld nominated J, 
W . Drown. 
Mr. Wilson moved th at nominations 
close. 
Adopted. 
The first ballot re­ 
sulted as follows: For Judge Ling, Bar­ 
rett, Bosbyshell, Bryant, Cohn, Hanley, 
Wilson and K hurts—7; for Mr. Drown, 
Earl, Ford. H um phreys, Shafer, Sinsa- 
baugh and Threlkeld—0; for Mr. Mahon­ 
ey, McNally and Moriarty. 
The second ballot resulted as follows: 
For Mr. Drown. Bosbyshell, Bryant, Earl, 
Ford, H um phreys, Shafer, Sinsabaugh 
and Threlkeld—8; for Judge Ling, Bar­ 
rett, Cohn, Hanley, M oriarty, Wilson 
and K uhrts—6; for Mr, Mahonev, Me 
N allj—1. 
President K uhrts declared that Mr. 
Drown having received a plurality of 
votes cast, had been elected Superin 
tendent of Streets. 
Nominations for City Surveyor were 
then declared in order. 
Mr. Cohn said that he had nominated 
the men selected by the Democratic cau­ 
cus, and since the Democrats couldn’t 
keep their word he would decline to 
make any more nominations and should 
vote to suit himself. 
Captain Barrett said he considered that 
the action of certain 
Democrats had 
giv6n him a perfect right to vote as he 
pleased. 
Mr. H nm phreys said he denied that 
the caucus was binding. There had been 
but nine present, and it was agreed that 
unless all agreed it would not be binding. 
They had not agreed on Judge Ling; in 
fact, only six men were in favor of him 
and the cancus was not binding. 
Mr. Ford wanted to know what the 
Democratic caucus had to do with the 
Council, and President K uhrts ruled all 
rem arks out of order. 
Captain Barrett nominated Mr. W. T. 
Lambie for City Surveyor. 
Mr. T h re l­ 
keld nominated J. H. Dockweiler. 
Nominations were then closed and the 
ballot resulted as follows: 
For Mr. 
Lambie, Barrett, Cohn, Hanley and Sin- 
sabaugh; for Mr. Dockweiler, Bosbyshell, 
Bryant, Earl, Ford, H um phreys, Mc­ 
Nally, Moriarty, Shafer, Threlkeld, W il­ 
son and Kuhrts. 
For Zanjero, Captain B arrett nomin­ 
ated Mat Carr. 
Mr. Hum phreys moved 
that he be nominated by acclamation. 
Carried. 
For Chief Engineer of the Fire Da- 
Íartm ent, Captain B arrett nominated 
»an Moriarty. 
Mr. Hum phreys moved 
that the election be made by acclamation. 
Carried. 
For Captain of the chain gang Mr. 
McNally moved that Jam es Cummings 
be elected by acclamation. 
Captain B arrett placed Mr. J. Hanley 
in nomination for F ire Commissioner. 
Mr. McNally placed Mr. J. Moriarty in 
nomination. 
Mr. Hanley, was elected 
by a vote of 11 to 4. 
This finished the election of officers 
and President K uhrts rem arked 
‘‘well, 
we got through without any broken 
heads and I am glad to hear it.” 
The City Tax Collector presented the 
delinquent tax 
books, showing $46,­ 
992.87 nnpaid. Referred to the Finance 
committee. 
The report of the Board of Public 
works, as published in th e H k r a l d of 
Sunday, was read and adopted. 
The applica tion of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad company for a franchise allow­ 
ing it to cross from San Pedro street to 
Alam eda street, on its land near Pine 
street then came up, on the recommen­ 
dation of the Board of Public works that 
it be granted. Accompanying the am end­ 
ed franchise was a communication from 
the Cham ber of Commerce, urging the 
S anting of the right of way over the 
ine street route. 
Mr. Knox appeared on behalf of the 
property owners and asked that the or­ 
dinance be amended so that no fares may 
be collected inside the city limits. 
Captain B arrett moved that the ordin­ 
ance be adopted as amended. 
Mr. Knox read the petition published 
in Sunday's H k r a l d from the property 
owners, protesting against the franchise. 
He then went on for half an hour to say 
why he thought the franchise should not 
be granted. 
During the course of his 
rem arks he accused Q. W. Wells of being 
in the employ of the railroad company 
and epo'ie very harshly of Mr. M. L. 
Wicks, for procuring the action of the 
C ham ber of Commerce. 
M r. W icks jum ped to his feet and de­ 


manded of Mr. Knox w hether he had 
aaid anything that was not true. 
Captain Barrett said that he though t 
Mr. Knox had gone far enough with per­ 
sonalities. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the Council ad­ 
journ to 1 o’clock. Carried. 


A f t e r n o o n S e s s io n . 
Resolutions of intention to construct a 
sewer on New Main street, to grade 
York street, Sepulveda street, Lafayette 
avenue, Seventh street, Pink street, and 
Court street were read and adopted. 
Mr. Earl gave notice that he should 
object to the graveling of streets in the 
future. 
He said that streets so improved 
were little better than quagmires iu 
rainy weather. 
Resolutions to establish the grade of 
Pearl. Eleventh and New High, Vejar 
and Water streets were read and adopted 
Resolutions ordering work on First 
street, Hoff street, Oak street and San 
Fernando street were read and adopted. 
The bonds of L. J. Thompson, Tax Col­ 
lector; M. D. Johnson, City Treasurer; 
ChaB. M cFarland, City A ttorney; and 
John Fisher, City Assessor, were read 
and approved and the Clerk ordered to 
forward the same to the Mayor for his 
approval. 
The report of the Finance Committee 
was then taken up. 
The m atter of the 
street sweeping to which the committee 
objected was referred to the Street Su­ 
perintendent to see that the work is bet­ 
ter done. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh called attention to a 
pile of building material on Main street 
which should be removed. 
It was decided to have all insurance 
policies on city property issued for three 
years. 
A recommendation that E. L. Jones, 
clerk of Judge King’s Court, be allowed 
$37.o0 per m onth for September, October, 
November and December was adopted. 
The City Surveyor’s report in regard 
to the grade of Chestnut street was 
referred to the Board of Public Works. 
The City Surveyor reported that the 
piers of the Seventh street bridge were 
defective and he recommended that the 
San Francisco Bridge Company be in­ 
structed to construct new piers. 
Ha 
would not certify to the work as done. 
The m atter was referred to the Bridge 
Committee. 
The City Treasurer asked to be allowed 
assistance in preparing his annual report. 
Referred to the Finance C jm mittee. 
The Clerk of the Council reported that 
he had forwarded copies of the new 
Charter to Sacramento. 
He suggested 
that a resolution be prepared requesting 
the Senator to present the C harter to the 
Legislature. 
Bids for paving Upper Main street 
were received from A. T. Palm er, at ~ 
cents per square foot for grading and l(i 
cents per square foot for macadamizing. 
The contract was awarded to the bidder. 
A communication from the City Tax 
Collector stating that the SaviDgs and 
Loan Society of San Francisco refused 
to pay taxes on its mortgages was refer­ 
red to the City Attorney. 
THE FRANCHISE. 
The Southern Pacific m atter again 
came up and Mr. Knox continued his 
speech. 
President K uhrts said that he would 
limit all speeches to five minutes. 
Mr. Knox said that the wishes of the 
majority of the property owners should 
determine the action of the Council. The 
property owners did not wish the fran- 
ch'se to be granted, and if it were grant­ 
ed that part of town Bouth of Pine street 
would be turned into lum ber yards and 
ruined. 
Col. G. VV. Wells said that he did not 
represent the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, but a widow who protested 
against, the coming of the railroad on her 
property. The line which it was pro­ 
posed to use and which it had been 
claimed had been purchased by the rail­ 
road company, had been ueed’for four­ 
teen years as a street. 
Mr. M. L. Wicks said that he would 
not reply to personal rem arks made by 
one whom he did not recognize a* a gen­ 
tleman. 
Ho said that the m atter had 
been referred to the executive com 
mittee. All action by the Chamber of 
Commerce had been taken with a view 
of benefitting the city of Los Angeles. It 
was necessary that the new depot should 
be opened and this would be done when 
the franchise was granted. 
He read the 
communication as mentioned above. 
Mr. WilBon moved that the franchise 
be granted as amended. 
Mr. Charlton on behalf of the property 
owners said that if the franchise was 
granted it would still continue the track 
for over a mile on 8an Pedro street. 
He 
thought that the council shonld give re­ 
lief to the people living below Pine 
street as well as to those above. 
Dr. J. P. Widnev said that as a busi­ 
ness man he asked that the m atter be 
settled at once. He thought it better to 
get rid of some of the road on San Pedro 
street if the whole coaid not be removed. 
Mr. Earl said he thought the 8. P. 
R. R. Co. did not care which route it 
took, but he thought that the S. P. De­ 
velopment Co. did. He though tthat the 
m atter should be delayed for some time 
to come, so that some other route might 
be obtained. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh thought it might be as 
well to postpone the m atter until the 
members ot the new Council 
had 
a chance to look into it. 
Judge Bicknell said th at the company 
did not have the right of way over the 
property near the Briswalter land. 
He 
had commenced negotiations for this 
route nearly a year ago. The m atter bad 
gone on until the company had purchased 
its own line of land from San Pedro to 
Alameda street, and now ho asked that 
the m atter be disposed of, so that the 
company might know what to do. 
Mr. Shafer asked how much Mrs. 
Hannon asked for the right of passing iu 
front of her home. 
Colonel Wells said that she wanted 
$13,109. 
Mr. Shafer said that it seemed to him 
that the city had an opportunity to get 
rid of the railroad on San Pedro street 
for $13,000, and he thought it should be 
paid. 
Mr. F. 8abichi paid that there were 
others who objected to the road being 
built across the Briswalter line. 
He said 
that he had been up to San Francisco to 
answer the question as to how much^he 
would take to release the railroad com­ 
pany from its obligation to remove its 
track from San Pedro street. 
He said 
that he had made satisfactory arrange­ 
ments to allow the track to rem ain. The 
company would not accept the Briswalter 
route, and if the franchise were not 
granted the road would rem ain on San 
Pedro street. 
Mr. Variel said that if the franchise 
were not granted on the Pine street route 
the company did not want anything. 
Mr. Humphreys thought that every 
effort ought to be made to get the whole 
lioe off from San Pedro street. 
He 
thought there should be further delay. 
The vote on the adoption of the oidi- 
nance was as follows: 
Ayes, Barrett, 
Bosbyshell, Cohn, Moriarty, McNally, 
Threlkeld, Wilson, K uhrts—8. 
Nays, 
Ford, Humphreys, Shafer, Sinsabaugh— 
4. Excused, Bryant and Earl. 
The chair declared the motion 1 st. 
Captain Barrett changed his vote to 


“ no,” and gave notice of reconsideration 
it the next meeting. 
Bids for grading several streets were 
opened and referred to the Board of Pub- 
11: Works. 
Mr. Earl called attention to the offer 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany to bridge Aurora street, and he 
wanted to have something done with it. 
The m atter was referred to the Bridge 
Committee. 
The Special Committee on Distribution 
of the Mayor’s Messages reported that it 
had referred the different sections to the 
proper committees. 
The Pacific Sewerage Company sub­ 
mitted a proposition offering to erect 
three sets of works for filtering for the 
same price as in the original. 
Read and 
referred to the Sewer Committee. 
A communication was received from 
the Board of Education asking the Coun­ 
cil to pay for the grading of two street». 
Mr. Earl thought that the city should 
pay for these bills. 
Mr. Cohn said that the school depart­ 
m ent received enough money to pay its 
own bills. 
The communication was referred back 
to the Board of Education. 
A contract with Mr. P. H. Lem ert for 
an engine house 
was read and ap­ 
proved. 
Dr. Bryant offered a resolution recom­ 
mending that the City Attorney draw an 
ordinance creating tlie office of Building 
Inspector. 
M r.'C ohn said th at it would be better 
to wait until the new charter is adopted. 
Dr. Bryant moved that the m atter of 
opening First, Third and Fourth from 
Hill to Pearl, be referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 
So ordered. 
The Council then adjourned.

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ESCAPED PRISONERS. 
Three Member* off the Ohalaffang 
Break Uooae. 
In some mysterious fashion three mem­ 
bers of the Chaingang managed to get 
hold of a key to unlock their shackles 
yesterday and to make their escape. 
They were Thomas Smith, who is in for 
forty days for carrying a concealed 
weapon; Henry Henderson, thirty days 
for drunk and disorderly, and Charles 
Otoro, thirty-five days for the same. 
Smith’s time would have been up on the 
7th of next month, Henderson’s on the 
14th and Otoro’s on the 19th. 
The Chaingang is made up of from ten 
to tw< nty city prisoners charged with 
trifling offenses. Each wears shackleb 
on his legs and a chain about two feet 
and a ' half in length connecting the 
two rings on the ankles. They leave the 
jail every morning and are conveyed in 
a wagon to some spot where the roads 
are in need of attention and put to work 
under proper guard. 
Yesterday they set out as usual, but 
some one of the number had a key in 
his possession. He unlocked his own 
shackles and passed it to two others who 
did the same. They then put them on 
again with some sort of a flimsy fasten­ 
ing of string which could be shaken off 
at a moment's notice. At about 9 o’clock 
at a given signal when the captain of the 
gang, Jimmy Cummings, happened to 
have his back turned, bringing some 
water to the men, all three made a break 
for liberty. Two headed one way and 
one the other. The spot was near the 
Evergreen Cemetery. Cummings gave 
chase and fired at one of them, but they 
all three¡8ucceeded in getting out of sight 
in a surprisingly short time. 
Cummings says that he cannot ima­ 
gine how they came to get the key nor 
could he in any way have managed to 
stop them after they had gotten so much 
start of him. During his timeof service 
only one other man has succeeded in get­ 
ting away besides these three, which is 
an exceptionally good record. 
THROWN IN THE MUD. 
An Accident on the Second Street 
(’able Hoad. 
Yesterday morning another accident 
occurred on the Second street cable road 
in which several people were slightly 
injured and there is a good deal of com­ 
plaint about the management of the road. 
On Saturday last the road stopped run­ 
ning because there was water around 
the cable and on Sunday it was operated 
for a part of the day. Yesterday morn­ 
ing about 11 o’clock the series of mis­ 
haps culminated in a smash-up at the 
crossing of Fort and Second streets. A 
car laden with passengers was outward 
bound and as the Los Angeles cable 
line was being crossed the grip 
caught one of the yokes and brought the 
car to an abrupt standstill. Everyone 
sitting on the outside were thrown into 
the mud, and several ladies were said to 
have been slightly injured. A gtntle- 
man who was one of the unfortui ates 
and who had his right arm cut said that 
they were all thrown into the Btreet and 
dirt, and apart from personal injuries 
and the damage to their clothes some of 
the ladies lost personal property in the 
mire, one having the contents of her 
satchel scattered in every direction. The 
road was by this disaster again crippled, 
and during the morning those living 
along its route had to climb the hills. It 
was stated that the fact that a yoke was 
broken was reported to the management 
some days ago, but no repairs were 
made. The people are anxious that the 
road shall be improved and placed in 
good running order. %

T he Cfcuncil at its session yesterday 
got through the long protracted work of 
completing the organization of the new 
city government. Mr. M. F. Stiles was 
elected City Auditor and Clerk. Though 
the gentleman is a stranger to us we have 
every reason to believe him a competent 
and honest man. If his efficiency shall 
prove commensurate with his stature he 
will make a ten strike. The City Fathers 
did a highly sensible and proper thing in 
electing Terrence Cooney Chief of Police. 
Mr. Cooney has had much experience in 
the line of-duty upon which he is about 
to enter, and in the past he has earned a 
high character for reliability, conrage and 
integrity. Both on the Police force and 
as deputy sheriff his conduct has not only 
been without reproach, but has touched 
tho lino of merit at all points. The 
Council completed its work by electing 
J. W. Crown Superintendent of Streets 
Matt Carr Zanjero, H. Dockweiler Sur­ 
veyor, Dan Morixrtv Chief of the Fire De­ 
partment, James Cummings Captain of 
the Chain Gang, and James Hanley Fire 
Commissioner. These be all good men 
and true. Two of them, Mori&rty and 
Cummings, have HKed the same places 
before, and very' acceptably to the pub­ 
lic.

An Auspicious Ckrlstnsa* 
Probably never since California was a 
State has the august festival of Christen­ 
dom been nshered in under more flatter- 
iog auspices than now. Throughout the 
length and breadth of the imperial do­ 
main known under that name we hear 
words of good cheer. The season has 
;been one of almost unprecedented 
promise, the tide of immigration runs 
high, embracing tens of thousands of the 
'best people of the United States, tire 
mines are in splendid state for increased 
treasure output and the farms and or­ 
chards and vineyards sever looked bet­ 
ter. From a material point of view the 
outlook could not be improved. Here in 
Los Angeles the warm rains have come 
in plentiful measure, and everything 
speaks of prosperity and progress. 
But there are some aspects of Christ­ 
mas in Southern Calilornia that ought 
not to be overlooked. The telegraph, 
day before yesterday, informed us that 
the mercury at Saranac Lake, New 
York, had fallen to twenty-two degrees 
below zero. Think of it, ye baskers in 
the almost perennial summer of Southern 
California, where fifty degrees above 
zero is thought to b9 a harsh dispensa­ 
tion in midwinter! Now look upon this 
picture and then upon that! There the 
piled and drifted snow gives distinctness 
to the skeleton-like trees, robbed of their 
foliage, and sobbing and Bwaying in the 
wintry blast. The fell blizzara is shriek­ 
ing dissonantly over the whole expanse 
of the Atlantic and Western States. 
Millions are gathered shivering before 
scant fires, and the inelement weather 
rules like a tyrant over the poor. 
How different here! In Los Angeles 
county the lash grasses, sparkling with 
emerald vividness, cover all the valleys 
and crown the crests of the hills, reach­ 
ing up almost to the snow-clad moun­ 
tain tops which, thirty miles away, rear 
their crests from heights ranging from 
-five to thirteen thousand feet. The rug­ 
ged snow-clad outlines add by contrast 
to the lovelineis of the countless orch­ 
ards, grain fields and vineyards which 
stretch to within a few miles of the 
line of perpetual snow. The rose-fields 
of Cashmere were never lovelier than 
the gardens and groves of Los Angeles 
on this blessed day. The orange tree in 
midwinter is here covered with fruit in 
all stages of ripeness, from the golden 
sphere to that in which the green still 
predominates, while innumerable orange 
blossoms in full fragrance perfume the 
air. The heliotrope in perfect flower 
may often be found trained to the second 
story of dwellings, while the tuberose 
and camellia flourish in the open air. 
Roses rich and rare abound on all hands; 
and, save when it is raining, a sky 
surpassing in cerulean splendor that of 
Italy is spread out overhead. Thus, 
from the esthetic point of view, South­ 
ern California is incomparably ahead of 
the less favored lands of the East. 
But if we are ahead from the 
ornamental standpoint, how

from 
the 
practical?

at Santa 
Monica robust people will plunge into 
the surf of the broad Pacific with as 
much abandon as in the month of June 
The tables of Angoleños will be graced 
to-day by oranges and strawberries, green 
peas and asparagus, all grown in the 
open air. New potatoes god tomatoes, 
and all the adjuncts of the approved 
modern kitchen garden, will figure 
to-day on the tables os garnish 
ments to the traditional turkey; and 
the feast will be ornamented by flowers 
which, if bought from the hot houses of the 
East, would cost the whole week’s wages 
of an crdinary citizen, and which here 
con be had for fifty cents. Goethe ad­ 
vised men to take care of the beautiful 
for the useful could take care of itself. 
Here nature herself takes care of the 
beautiful and the useful at one stroke of 
her benignant hand.

Parliament Prorogued—The 
Queen’s Speech. 


IN TH E FRENCH SENATE. 


Regrets for the Defeat of the Fish­ 
eries Convention — The French 
Have a Fishing: Muddle Too. 


ÍAssociated Press Dlsnatches to the Herald! 


L o n d o n , 
December 
2 5 —Parliament 
was prorogued to-day until January 31st. 
The Queen's speech was as follows: 
I have great satisfaction in being able to 
release you from your protracted labors. 
My relations with all foreign powers con­ 
tinue friendly. I regret th at the conven­ 
tion concluded between myself and the 
President of the United States for the ad­ 
justm ent of questions which arise in 
reference to fisheries in North American 
waters, did not commend itself to the 
judgment of the United States Senate, 
in whom, according to the Constitution 
of the United States, the power of ratifi­ 
cation is vested. Temporary arrange­ 
ments will, 1 trust, prevent any im medi­ 
ate inconvenience arising from this decis­ 
ion. 
BOUNTIES ON SUGAR. 
The conference which has been held 
on the subject of bounties upon sugar for 
export has been brought to a satisfactory 
issue by the representatives of most of 
the sugar producing countries. 
EGYPT. 
The restoration of Egypt to a condi­ 
tion of political and financial security has 
been for a time interrupted by the at­ 
tem pt of the Soudanese to possess them ­ 
selves of the port of Suaxim. Tbe dis­ 
persing of the besieging forces has been 
effected by a brilliant m ilitary operation 
on the part of the Egyptian troops sup­ 
ported by the British contingent, 
in 
other respects the adm inistration and 
economical progress of Egypt is satis­ 
factory. 
ZANZIBAR. 
Insurrection has broken out upon the 
continental portion of the dominions of 
the Sultan of Zanzibar, which brought 
with it considerable destruction of life 
and property in the German settlem ents 
on the coast. It is evident that the re­ 
newed vigor in the slave trade, of which 
symptoms have unhappily shown them ­ 
selves in several parts of Africa, has 
largely contributed to the production 
of theEe disturbances. 
I have joined the 
Em peror of Germany in establishing a 
naval blockade of that part of the coast 
in insurrection, in order to prevent not 
only the exportation of slaves, b u t the 
importation of munitions of war. 
INDIA. 
My Indian dominions have enjoyed 
general tranquility and prosperity during 
the past year. 
Disturbances, however, 
occurred m the neighborhood region of 
the Black Mountains and on the extrem e 
frontier of Sikkam, but these have been 
term inated without difficulty. 
THE AFGHAN REBELLION. 
The rebellion in Afghanistan, under 
Ishak K han, which at one time threat­ 
ened to assume formidable proportions, 
has been entirely subdued by the m ili­ 
tary forces of the Ameer. 
ZULU LAND. 
The rising of some Zulu chiefs in the 
south of Africa, which does not seem to 
m eet with any sym pathy on the part of 
the population, has been suppressed by 
my troops and the native levies. 
The 
chiefs concerned are awaiting trial be­ 
fore a special commission. 
The speech concludes with thanks to 
Parliament for fiscal and other legisla­ 
tion enacted. 


TBE FRENCH FISHERIES. 


U raipinf England II a a Her Clutche* 
on Them Too. 


P a r i s , December 24.—In the Senate 
Admiral Vernon alluded to the regret- 
able effects of the Newfoundland law 
which prohibits the sale of cod to French 
fishermen. 
H e complained that the 
British had erected factories for canning 
lobsters on the French shore greatly to 
the prejudice of French fishermen. 
He 
asked the Government to put a stop to 
these encroachments on French rights. 
THR GOVERNMENT’S VIEWS. 
M. Goblet, M inister of Foreign Affairs, 
replied that the Government wanted to 
secare respect for the rights assured to 
France by the Treaty of U trecht. French 
fishermen did not now require Newfound­ 
land bait. 
France only occupied one- 
fifth of the French shore where the Eng­ 
lish industries have been established, 
and these have been tolerated as long as 
they did not interfere with French rights. 
The Government wonld now, however, 
cause their removal, and would at once 
open negotiations with England with the 
object of suppressing the English lobster 
factories complainea of. 
He assured the 
Senate that the Government would neg­ 
lect nothing calculated to develop the 
French fisheries. 
[ A pplause. ] 


EASTERN NEWS BUDGET. 


Two Trains Together on tbe Same 
Track. 
L ouisville, Ky., December 24.—The 
through passenger train to Nashville and 
the South on the Louisville and Nashville 
road ran into the Knoxville branch pass 
enger train at Bardstown Junction this 
morning. Two passengers were killed 
and eleven injured. 
Both trains were running in the same 
direction. The forward train stopped on 
the farther side of the carve and the sec­ 
ond train dashed into it at a speed of 
forty-five miles an hour and telescoped 
two coaches, and killed Mrs. M ary Her- 
kins, of Old Deposit, Ky., and Willie 
Houston, of Water Creek, Ky. 
The 
wounded as far as known num ber thirteen, 
of whom the engineer, McPherson, and 
the fireman,King,are thought to be fatal­ 
ly so. 
Tbe Lom of tbe Kale Adame. 
M e m ph is, December 24.—The loss of 
life by yesterday’s accident is not yet 
definitely known, the prospects are that 
the exact num ber of those drowned will 
never be accurately stated. Thirty-five 
is the most conservative estimate. Out 
of a party of fifteen white laborers, which 
boarded the steamer, only two are said 
to have been saved. If this be true, hut 
there is no means of substantiating the 
fact, the loss of life may reach sixty, as 
many negroes on the lower deck lost 
their lives attem pting to swim ashore 
from the stern of the burning steamer. 
The boat and cargo are valned at $145. 
000. The K ate Adams had a record of 
the fastest time between H elena and 
Memphis. 
She was the steam er that 
conveyed President Cleveland and wife 
from West Memphis to this city on the 
occasion of his visit to the South. 


T h sl tilt. Pleasant Explosion. 
Wheeling, W. Va., December 24.— 
F arther advices from M ount Pleasant, 
Ohio, the scene of yesterday’s terrific ex­ 
plosion, report that none of the wonnded 
have yet died, though they are in a crit­ 


ical condition. 
Abont 1 ,0 0 0 pounds of 
powder exploded. The dynam ite in the 
magazine was frozen hard and did not 
exfdode, or the whole village would have 
been destroyed. 
These explosives were used for blast­ 
ing a tunnel, and about 100 men were 
employed. There was one building for 
the colored laborers, one for the Italians 
and one for the better class of whites. 
The first two buildings were blown to 
atoms, and the latter partly wrecked. 
Miraculously, the m an in the magazine, 
who caused the explosion, is the only 
one killed outright, though several are 
very severely, and a considerable num ­ 
ber slightly hurt. The concussion was 
tremendous.
